opening, however as showing in figure 11 the distal tip 40 does have an opening. Applicants also alleges the distal tip cannot be oriented 
at an angle with respect to a longitudinal axis, however as demonstrated by figures 1,-2, 4, 7, 8, 9 and 13, the distal tip-is in angle with 
respect to the longitudinal axis, it is unclear if the method claims 17-18 are dependent on claim 1 or an independent form, however if 
the applicant wirtes claim 18-17 in an independent form they will be allowable. 
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
